hese suggestions are aimed at people 

on a limited budget, who must be 
selective in their purchases; people who 
already have some preferences; people 
who are willing to explore new things; 
people who would appreciate some 
guidance in finding their way around the 
record stores’ offerings. 


The multi-CD collections (of 4 or 5 CDs) 
are worth looking at; many of them are 
inexpensive; some cover a diversity of 
composers and a diversity of performers. 
Examples are “Pianomania”; “Dance of 
the Ages”; “Operamania”. Diverse 
collections give you opportunities to hear 
unfamiliar music and to expand your 
interests. 


Double- and triple-CD sets are also 
worth considering; many of these are 
more specialized. Examples are 
Orchestral Works of Rimsky-Korsakov 
(not including Scheherazade, or Capriccio 
Espagnol, or Le Coq d’Or, so the set 


-consists of works that are less well — 


known); Chamber Works by Women 
Composers; Piano Music of Ravel; Music 


at Versailles in the Era of the Sun-King.

ar, far away, near the land | call home, is an enchanted place called 

Donut Rawk City. This wonderful area, though known to some of 
the elders as Steel Town, or, to some even more primitive, Hamilton, 
Ontario, is actually a magical centre of truth. At the head of Donut 
Rawk City is the mighty Sonic Unyon (pronounced “onion”) record 
label. The Unyon is home to many fine young bands, such as Tristan 
Psionic, Smoother, Sianspheric, Shallow, Gorp, and treble charger. Each 
of these bands is special in its own way, and contributes to the smooth 
running of the City of Donut Rawk. 

Tristan Psionic (pronounced “sigh-on-ic”) is the leader of the rowdy 

group of musicians. As well as being one of the first groups signed to 
Sonic Unyon, Tim, Mark and Sandy (the group’s drummer, and two 
guitarists/vocalists, respectively) are also the owners and proprietors of 
Sonic Unyon Records, Canada. The record label is run out of a room in 
the basement of Mark's house, which his parents have generously 
donated to this worthy and noble cause. Starting the label two. years 
ago was done out of necessity. Tristan, and their friends and 
labelmates, Smoother, were ready to release their sounds on recorded 
audio formats. Playing local shows had made them popular with the 
young hipsters around town, so they figured they would try selling 
their music on cassette. Due to the success Tristan and Sponge 
(Smoother’s original incarnation) found, Sonic Unyon decided to try 
their luck by expanding their horizons; and oh, what luck they have 
had. Tristan and Smoother have both released CDs, as well as their 
original cassette releases. Tristan has had the pleasure of playing with 
Weezer (who wore a Tristan T-shirt in a photograph for Rolling Stone), 
Change of Heart, and many other wonderful bands; they also played 
at last year’s Halifax Pop Explosion. Watch out for Tristan’s next CD, 
set to be released on May 8, and Smoother's new album will be out in 
June. 
Next came the Sonic Unyon signing of Shallow and Gleet. Shallow, 
the heaviest Unyon of them all, is best described as “the one and only 
pop killing machine,” and, apparently, if you listen to their CD and 
turn it up to five on the volume dial, you could dry your hair in front 
of the speakers. Gleet released “Decline,” a mellow and soothing 
collection of sounds that is great to listen to late at night. 
Unfortunately, Gleet is no more. Since the death of their singer and 
frontman, Scott Kivela-Kish, the remaining members of Gleet, with 
one additional player, have continued their musings and 
experimentations on the ambient side of music. Slowly, their name has 
changed and developed into its present form, Sianspheric. 

Gorp was the next band to join the Sonic sa vek family. Their - 
involvement with the first Sonic Unyon release, “...Not If | Smell You 
First” augured well for these Smurf-loving guys. Now they have lost 
their Smurf fetish (after releasing their cassette “Gargasmell’s New 
Toy”) and gained momentum, not to mention an upcoming CD. 

treble charger was signed to the Sonic Unyon label two years ago, 
and is perhaps the most well known band associated with the label.

According to Mercer, the name The Republic of Freedom 
Fighters was chosen for the reason that with “little Mussolinis 
and Sadam Husseins running around the world, we formed 
T.R.0.F.F. It is more than just a band. It’s an organization. If 
anyone declares war on freedom, we're ready with guns.” 
The difference between T.R.0.F.F. and Breakwater, 
sound and style wise is that, according to Shortreed, 
T.R.0.F.F. is “a lot heavier, and has some fast parts. More 
interesting. You can tell the difference.” Mercer summed it up 
by saying, “it’s not as cry baby.” 
T.R.0.F-F., like Breakwater, might be labeled as emocore 
(short for emotional core). Other bands who have been given 
the emo flag are Shotmaker and Indian Summer. Shortreed’s 
comments on this emo term is that, “although the music is 
built on emotion, all music is emotional. Country, hardcore, 
classical, everything.” 
When | chatted with them, the topic of the current state of 
Victoria’s punk/hardcore scene came up. “Victoria is very 
awesome,” began Shortreed, “punkrock shows have more variety on 
their bills. In larger cities, they have theme nights; emo kids go to emo 
shows, punks go to punk shows, etc., etc.” They only minor complaint 
expressed was that personal vendettas a rivalries occasionally happen, but 
the petty problems are usually cleared up immediately. As for the future of 
T.R.O.F.F., the band will continue to play shows around town and are possibly going to tour 
come summer of ‘96. | conclude this article with my sentiments, urging you to check these guys out 
ASAP.

Nolan is one of only a handful of pipes virtuosos 
having learned the art from traditional players in and around his native Dublin. Difficult 
to master; a challenge to accompany.
